SULTAN MUST PAY OR FIGHT 


FRENCH ADMIRAL WILL PROCEED 
TO COLLECT CUSTOMS. 


He died 2S See - , 
If Seized Ports Do Not Yield Sufficiént 
Revenue Smyrna’s Full Coffers 
Will Be Tapped by the War 
Fleet. 


PARIS, Nov. 5.—An official dispatch an- 
nounces the arrival of Admiral Caillard’s 
squadron this morning at the island of 
Mitylene. 

It is also announced that the French ad- 
miral has seized three ports on the island 
and will proceed to collect the customs in 
satisfaction ,of the claims of French sub- 
jects sinadient the Turkish government. 
Admiral Calillard’s ‘squadron arrived off 
the island of Syra (Grecian archipelago) 
yesterday and detached a dispatch boat, 
which entered the port of Syra and received 
from the telegraph station a batch of dis- 
patches containing definite instructions 
from the French government regarding 
carrying out the sealed orders which were 
handed to the admiral previous to his leav- 
ing Toulon. These dispatches directed Ad- 
miral Caillard to proceed to the island of 
Mitylene, where he will seize the customs 
at Midilli, and at another port. 

The foreign office here has not yet re- 
ceived the Sultan's reply to the note pre- 
sented by M. Bapst, counselor of the 
French legation at Constantinople, follow- 
ing out the instructions of M. Delcasse, the 
foreign minister, under date of Nov. 3.

The correspondent here of the Associated 
Press is enabled to make the following 
Statement: “When the French government 
decided to send a French squadron to Tur- 
key, it debated whether to seize the cus- 
toms at Salonica, Beirut or Smyrna, as it 
was realized that the receipts of one of 
these three big ports would be required to 
produce a sufficient to pay off the French 
claims without a long occupation, which 
was considered inadvisable. 

The occupation of Salonica was at once 
dismissed, ‘because it might create the false 
impression that France was aiming to re- 
open the Macedonian question. The occu- 
pation of Beirut was also set aside, owing 
to the French position and interests in 
Syria, where the population looks upon 
France as its protector. 

The occupation of Beirut, therefore, was 
certain to create effervescence and perhaps 
even rebellion. The choico of M. Deicasse, 
consequently, fell on Smyrna, which offers 
equal advantage to the other ports without 


having- their political drawbacks. 
Saturday, owever, came the dispatch 


from M. Bapst announcing. the issuing of 
the Sultan’s trade accepting the Lorando 
claim in its entirety, as France demanded. 
This dispatch slightly modified the aspect 
of the situation, Inasmuch as M. Delcasse 
came to the conclusion that the Sultan 
would now settle the money claims, and 
would, within a few days, produce the guar- 
antees which France demanded for their 
payment. 
The necessity for ‘seizing big customs 
therefore became less pressing, although 
the necessity for occupying Turkish terri- 
tory, in order to exercise pressure and com- 
pel the Sultain to concede the demands re- 
specting Turkey's disregard of French 
treaty rights still remained urgent. The 
government, therefore, decided that Ad- 
miral Caillard should occupy a couple of 
ports on the island of Mitylene, which is 
conveniently close to Smyrna.

IN A RACING 


ATRSHIP SPECIALLY CONSTRUCT- 
ED FOR NEW EXPERIMENT. 


Yachts to-Wollew Trips—Will Make 
Trips Daily for Three Months and 
Then Undertake His Great 
Voyage. 


PARIS, Nov. 5.—M. Santos-Dumont hav- 
ing been finally awarded the Deutsch prize 
of 100,000 francs for sailing from St. Cloud 
to and around the Eiffel tower and back 
to St. Cloud in 30 minutes, will soon under- 
take more daring feats. Henri Rochefort 
said the other day, nothing that he an- 
nounces now seems impossible. 

He had hardly spoken of transferring his 
experiments to the Mediterranean than he 
received on every ‘side proposals of a most 
magnificent kind. 

His daring project, which he began to 
study barely a fortnight ago, is already 
on the point of being executed. A vast 
piece of ground near the sea has been of- 
fered to him on the Riviera. On this 
ground a balloon house, 50 meters long and 
15 high, and. a hydrogen factory are being 
constructed. A princely yacht has offered 
to follow him throughout his experiments, 
and will be kept under steam t roughout 
the trials. 

One of the most intimate friends of the 
Duc de Dino has offered him hospitality 
at the Villa de Roquebrune. A number of 
American ‘“milliardaire’’ owners of yachts 
have announced that they will follow him 
to the Riviera. 

As far as the weather permits, experi- 
ments will be made daily during three 
months in the day time. he ‘‘clou”’ of 
the Monaco season will be an aerial voy- 
age from France to Corsica. The aeronaut 
proposes to go to Calvi in half the time 
taken by the mati steamers. This sensa- 
tional voyage will take place toward the 
end of February. 

M. Santos-Dumont will transport to the 
Riviera, not one, but two steerable balloons, 
the Santos- Dumont VI, which won the 
Deutsch prize, and the Santos- Dumont VII 
which, without anything having bee, sai 
about it, is already under construction. 

The new balloon marks an enormous ad- 
vance on the preceding one. It is. so0 to 
speak, a veritable racing balloon. It is very 
long, ae y ie no less than 40 metres by 
6 metres at e widest point. It is 10 
metres longer _ No. 6 Its volume will 
be 830 cubic metres, or 20) cubic metres 
more than the preceding one. 

It will be noticed that M. Santos-Dumont 
proceeds in his successive construction with 
wise circumspection and goes gradually in 
the direction of heavy tonna basing euch 
new balloon on the results cbtained yr the 
preceding ones. The first steerable ballogn, 
constructed in 1898, had a capacity of 1f0 
cubic metres. Today he h&s reached &30 
cubic metres, after having constructed five 
others of intermediate ca acity. 

The framework of No. 7 will be 2° metres 
long, 10 metres more than No. 6. It weighs 
62 kilos. The new balloon has one peculiar. 
ity, that of having two screws. each 5 
metres in diameter, one at the bow and the 
other at the stern. Each screw is worked 
by a motor of 46 horse power. 

‘We may look forward to fine speed from 
this long shaped balloon, driven by the 
enormous force of 90 horse power. 

In place of sand ballast the aeronaut will 
only carry with him a load of troleum. 
With this liquid ballast, which will be con- 
sumed by the motors and not thrown over- 
board, traversing long distances becomes at 
once possible.

THREE MORE DEATHS. FEARED| 


TWELVE CHILDREN HAVE SUC- 
CUMBED WITHIN TEN DAYS. 


Health Commissioner Starkloff Says 
He Believes That No More Cases 
of Tetanus Will Develop 
After Thursday. 


Twelve children have died in ten days in 
St. Louis of tetanus caused by Iinocula- 
tion with infected diphtheria antitoxin sup- 
plied by the city. 

Two names have been added to the death 
roll within 24 hours. 

The latest vctim was Mamie Keenan, 10- 
year-old daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
liam Keenan of 3349 Cozens avenue, who 
died Tuesday morning. 

Emma Mary Ernst, aged 4 years, daugh- 
ter of Jacob C. Ernst of 809 North Jeffer- 
son avenue, succumbed te tetanus Monday 
afternoon. 

Chester, aged 11 years, the only survivor 
of the four children of Mr. and Mrs. Kee- 
nan, is ylelding gradually to the malady, 
and his physicians say that his death will 
oecur soon, 

Veronica Keenan, who died at tne City 
Hospital Oct. 26, was the first victim of 
the infected serum. She was 5 years cid. 
Agnes AWelé Keenan, aged 7 years, died 
Friday morning. 

The physician attending Blima Goldstein 
of 1230 North Seventh street expects her 
death soon. Her two sisters, who also were 
treated with city antitoxin, are improving 
and probably will recover. 

‘Mary Kammerer of 1113 North Eighth 
street is sinking rapidly and, according 
to her physician, cannot survive.

TRACKS FOR THE FAIR SITE 


B P. I: Gives Louisiana Purchase Com- 
pany Permission to Build Railroad 
Switches Wherever Necessary. 


By unanimous vote uf the board of public 
improvements, permission was granted 
Tuesday to the Louisiana Purchase Exposi- 
tion Co. to lay steam railroad tracks at 
any point within the World's Fair site. 

The request for such permission was sent 


to Mayor Wells Tuesday morning over the 
mgoarure of President D. R. Francis. 

he mayor referred the request to the 
board of public improvements, and half an 
hour was spent by the board in executive 
session, discussing the request, before it 
was formally granted. 

In his letter to the mayor President Fran- 
cis said: 

“It has become necegsary to lay tracks 
for steam railways in that part of Forest 
Park set apart by ordinance for the use of 
this company. We request your consent 
that the tracks he laid when, where and 
as deemed necessary by the officers of the 
company, to be removed at the end of the 
Exposition. 

“Our construction of the ordinance is that 
the company has the right to lay such

5.—James King, as 
he calls himself, who is serving a life sen- 
tence for murder, appears more to fear 
that his family in New York State will

A NEWSPAPER’S PALACE. 


In the O¢tober Era, Marie Robinson 
Wright, the accomplished traveler, who 
knows her south America better than 
most Americans know their principal cfties, 
contributes an interesting article entitled 
“The Palace of La Prensa.’ This palace 
is the fairyland of newspaperdom. Mrs. 
Wright writes: 

The free medical and legal consulting 


rooms and a free laboratory on the main 
floor are furnished and fitted up on a scale 
of elegance, palatial in every detail. Five 
physicians are regularly employed by La 
Prensa, to look after the poor sick of the 
city. he average consultations amount to 
ey | five thousand per month. In the 
free legal department, the poor people are 
at liberty to make known their needs. In 
this department also there are five lawyers 
ey yearly by this generous newspa- 
per. heir offices are reached from a pri- 
vate entrance. 

On the second floor are located the ed- 
itorial rooms, the archives of the institu- 
tion, and the rooms for recreation and 
amusement, as well as a large reading 
room for the use of the reporters, 

There is also qa splendid library, contain- 
ing a collection of useful and valuable 
books—a billiard room, a sala for fencing, 
all furnished in a magnificent style. The 
smoking-room upholstered in smoke-colored 
velvet and finished in hard wood is a popu- 
lar rendezvous when leisure permits such 
indulgences. 

The editorial rooms have everything for 
the comfort and convenience of the busy 
men who prepare the news of the day. The 
offices of the chief editors are most ljux- 
urious, and in connection with them, each 
editor has a private. drawing room, ex- 
quisftely furnished with costly tapestries 
rich Smyrna rugs, rare pictures, curios and 
inlaid floors. The entire third story is set 
aside as an apartment for the entertain- 
ment of distinguished foreign visitors who 
come to the Capital. These strangers are 
not permitted to live in the hoieils, but are 
invited as the guests of La Prensa. Here 
they are treated with royal hospitality. 


DROSKIES IN ST. PETERSBURG. 


There are 37,000 droskies registered at po- 
lice headquarters in St. Petersburg this 
summer, or one to about every 3% inhab- 
itants, and during the winter season, when 
the wheeled vehicles are changed for 
sledges of similar pattern, large numbers 
of people come in from the country with 
horses to earn a little extra money. 

The ishvoshtniks lead a nomadic life in 
the streets of the capital. As in other cit- 
ies, certain locations are indicated where 
they may stand and wait for patronage, 
and when they are not engaged they re- 
turn to these stations to eat and sleep and 
remain there day and night continuously. 
Regardless of the weather, the horse may 
not see the inside of a stable nor his driver 
the inside of a house for weeks at a time. 
Like the Bedouins of Arabia, they carry 
hay and oats constantly with them, and 
during the intervals of employment feed 
their horses by means of nosebags. Near 
every hackstand is a shop where they can 
buy chopped hay and oats for their horses 
and coffee, soup, tea and other rations for 
themselves. There are also many diers 
wandering about the streets, from whom 
food and tea may be pure The ani- 
mals are groomed as they are fed, whe 
they are not waiting for fares, and thel 
drivers are always rubbing and petting 
them. While waiting tn front of a house 
or a shop the itshvoshtnik generally gives 
his horse a rubbi down and talks 


him as if he were a human being. He 
calls him “my brother,”’ “my iwehe father,” 
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‘‘Has he got a pedigree?” | 
“Naw. A pup wot kin eat up a cat like 
dis one don’t need no pedigree.”’

Appearance of the Body Found on Chi- 
cago Street and Money on 
the Person Indicate 
Plot. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 6.—-The body of a man 

hose head had almost been severed from 
his body was discovered in a flour barrel on

The address ‘‘Salvador and Luigi M. 
Nigro, 402% Clark street,’ was found on a 
letter in the dead man's coat. On this 
firm's books was found the name ‘Antonio 
Napali,’ and his address was given as 
“Box 458, Livermore, lo.'' The police de- 
Scription of the man is as follows: 

From 25 to 30 years old, dark hair and 
complexion, red mustache, clay worsted 
Cutaway coat, celluloid collar, purple tie, 
dark brown shoes, no hat.

BEER INSPECTION 
CASES IRREGULAR 


APPEALS COURT MAKES DECISION 
INVALIDATING ABOUT 7000. 


BROEDER’S CASE IS REMANDED 


Information Is Defective Because It 
Does Not State That Beer Was 
Never Inspected. 


An opinion was handed down Tuesday 


morning by Presiding Judge Bland of the 
St. Louls Court of Appeals invalidating 
about 7000 cases brought by the state 
against saloonkeepers under the beer in- 
spection law, passed in May, 1899. 

The opinion is in a case from Montgomery 
County in which Henry Broeder ts defend- 


ant. 

He is charged with having sold a barrel 
of beer in May, 19, which did not have 
on it the certificate of the state beer in- 
spector showing that it had been proper!) 
inspected. 

Tne information against Broeder inti- 
mates, says Judge Biand, that the barrel 
had never been inspected at all. This, 
however, he argues, cannot be assumed. 

“An information,” says his opinion, 
“must bring the accused directly within 
the terms of the offense as described in 
the statute and should leave nothing for 
coniecture.’’ 

The information in Broeder's cAse is held 
not to do this and the action of the Mont- 
gomery Circult Court in rendering a judg- 
ment against Broeder is reversed and the 
case is remanded with permission to the 
prosecuting attorney of the county to alter 
the information. 

There are, it is said, 7000 other cases in 
the state under the beer inspection law 
in which the informations are identical 
with the one passed upon by Judge Bland. 


Judge Goode of the Court of Appeals 
handed down an opinion Tuesday morning 
sustaining the Barry County Circuit Court 
in ousting from office L. W. Badger, who 
was charged with usurping the office of 
city treasurer of Monett. 

In May last Badger refused to turn over 
the funds and records of the treasury to 
James Johnston, who had been appointed 
by Mayor J. 8. Farrow of Monett in ac- 
cordance with the ordinances of the city. 

The prosecuting attorney of Barry Coun- 
ty instituted proceedings against Badger 
to oust him, and the Circuit Court decided 
against him, 

He appealed to the Court of Appeals, con- 
tending that there had been no evidence 
to show that Farrow was mayor when he 
appointed Johnston and that the approval 
of the City Counrtcil of the appointment 
did not bear the signature of the city clerk. 

Judge Goode declares that Badger's. be- 
havior in this affair deserves severe con- 
demnation and some punishment. 

‘It is no slight matter,’ he says, ‘for 
an incumbent of an office to unlawfully and 
without color of right refuse tb turn over 
to his duly chosen successor. Such con- 
duct is a flagrant defiance of the law and 
disregard of the public will.”’ 

Badger, he says finally, may consider 
himself fortnuate that the trial court did 
not fine him, as it might properly have 
done. 

In the case of Mary E. Price against the 
St. Louls Police Relief Association. brought 
to collect the insurance on the life of the 
late Charles W. Price, the court sustained 
the St. Louls Circuit Court in its decision 
against Mrs. Price.

Abe Attell, the clever California pugilist, 
showed that he is a fighter as well as a 
boxer in his fight with Harry Forbes be- 
fore a good crowd at the West End Coli- 
seum last night.

In the second round he slammed some 
vicious punches into his opponent and fora 
time it appeared that orbes’ head was 
rocking. In the third, Forbes reeovered 
and from then on it was Forbes’ battle, 
though in several of the rounds honors 
were even. 

Attell’s pluck is shown by the stan‘ he 
made after having been unintentionally 
fouled by Forbes in the thirteenth round. 
Forbes had the fight won at the time and 
was clearly the better man. Attell, hew- 
ever, would have made a stronger finisa 
but for the accident. 

Attell was in fair shape at the time, not- 
withstanding he had been given a punch- 
ing in the later rounds. e was fighting 
back hard, when he went down to the floor 
on one knee. Forbes had struck him low. 

Limping, after he rose to his feet claim- 
ing foul, he still stuck it out, though ap- 
pak oy suffering. He fought out the fight, 
ut his effectiveness was gone. 

That Attell was fouled the marks on his 
erson testify. After the battle Dr. H. L. 
Staudin er of 304 South Jefferson avenue 
was called and, after examination, stated 
the blow must have been excruciatingly 
painful, but its effects would not be seri- 


ous. 

It practically incapacitated Attell from 
fighting. The foul was evidently not inten- 
tional. Attell stated after the fight that he 
did not believe Forbes hit him low“deliber- 
ately. 

Forbes Acts for Brother. 

Harry Forbes was acting as an eleventh 
hour substitute for his brother Clarence, 
who was not in condition for a fight. That 
Clarence could have put up a better fight 
is possible, but the affair lost nothing by 
the change. Harry Forbes was also stated 
to be a little out of condition and in the 
earlier rounds this. apparently showed. 
Later he came strong, which he could hard- 
ly have done after the punching of the sec- 
ond round had he nof been up to a fight.
